DEATH OF S. D.tALCOTT 
LAST WEEK :V 



State's * A ttorney -■. lalcott Snccnmbs 
to His -Long and Peeallar Illness 
. , Thursday Evening. , 

After remaininorin an linconscibus con- 
dition since he was attacked two weeks 
aao last Thursday, /October 13, he passed 
away in the deep sleep out of which the 
best medical .skill had been unable to -re-, 
vive him. Death* was not unexpected, in 
fact it had been looked for for some days, 
though little hope had been held out at 
any time since' his illness that he would 
get well.- 

It was at 11 o'clock on the. IStbV of Oct. 
that Mr. Talcott began feeling badly- and 
left his office to return home. He hurried 
to his room nn F d fell to the bed, going into 
an unconscious state in a few moments. 
He never regained his senses and since had 
been at the point of 'death, . 

Sir. Talcott was the'only son of Jeduthun 
and Mary Talcott and was of the tenth' 
generation.; He was born' in the- town of 
Vernon, - Lake county,' III., June 15, 1862, 
and was educated at Worcester. University,' 
Ohio, . On June 17, 1887, he married An- 
nette L. Underwood, daughter of John and 
Mary Underwood.. -Four children were 
born to. them." 

. Mr.. Talcott fitted himself for musical 
work in his early life and after going to 
Waukegan took the position of director ii. 
the public, schools, which he filled from 
188S to 1&03, placing the musical, work of 
the school to the highest standard they 
ever attained.

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Enarmom Frailnct of JMno Instru- 
ment* at Half tho Amort can Price, 
E. L. Harris, United States commer- 
cial ngeut at Eibcnstock, Germany, has 
lately transmitted to the State De- 
partment In Washington, some. Inter- 
esting Information on the subject of 
the piano Industry In Gormeny. Among 
other things he says: 

"The manufacture of planofl in Ger- 
many lins reached a Btnte of perfection 
nttiilncd by no other nation. Admitting 
that in other countries particular firms 
produce instruments which in crcrj re- 
spect nre CQunl to tho best German 
make, it ia claimed that as an Indus- 
try, considering tho mimbcr of facto- 
ries and the high exports to nearly 
every country Jn the world, the man- 
ufacturers of this empire are a long 
dlstnnce la advance of all their rivals. 
Id epite of the enormous snlo of pianos 
every year within tbe limits of the 
empire, the manufacturers nro depend- 
ent upon the rnnrkets of foreign coun- 
tries for tbe Bale of- fully ouc-balf of 
tho number produced. Tbo success of 
the German piano is due to tbo fact 
that tliey " are cheap, comparatively 
.speaking. Two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars will buy n very fine piano In this 
country. The construction is always 
apace with tbo latest art designs, Bpe- 
cinl attention being paid to tho wood- 
work; they not only present -on ele- 
gant appearance, but are solid and 
durable." 

With this Introduction Mir. Harris 
gees on to Btnto that there are 435 
pin no, factories in Germany, which 
manufacture 50,000 Instruments an- 
nually. Of this number 140 "»ro lo- 
cated in Deri In, 2T in Stuttgart, 21. In 
Dresden, 20 in Leipzig,- 15 In Ham- 
burg, 10 In Leignitz, In Zoltz, and 
tbo remaining 197 in Munich, Halls, 
and Brunswick, In the past 20 years 
tbe export of pianos from Germany- 
has Increased from $1,000,000 to $0,- 
110,000 annually. ? Great Britain Is at 
present Germany's best customer, buy- 
ing 40 per cent of tho total " exports, 
although prior, to 1S00 tho Argentine 
Republic, which now ranks second, was 
tho best market for German pianos, 
Bolgiurp ranks next after Great Brit- 
ain and Argentine, and then comes 
Australia, which tpkes $1,000,000 
Worth of. German pianos annually. 
■Bassja $1,000,000' worth and Holland 
$1,000,000; Brazil, Norway, Swodeo, 
South Africa and Chile coming next In 
order. Mr. Harris Also tells us that 
Germany is a larger manufacturer' of 
stringed instruments, tbo chief 'facto- 
ries being located "in" the towns of 
Markiiouklrchcn, KJJngontbal, Mltton- 
wald, and Jobanngeorgc'astadt The 
first "named town sola 1 ' $084,000 worth 
of violins, mandolins,.' etc., to the 
United States last year. ,<&" 

"Tho manufacturer of tho 'different 
parts of Btrlngcd lnBtrumonts," ho 
states, 'is carried on chiefly in thl 
worker's own home." !

Attendant* at 'Peoria Charted -with 
Murderlitfir Tltamoi II artier* 
Edward Sorrclls and Samuel Flynn, 
attendants at tbe Bar ton vlllo. asylum lor 
tho lucurnblo Insane, who are charged 
with having inflicted tho injuries which 
resulted In tbo death of Thomas Hartley 
of Chicago, an Inmate, wcro arrested on 
tho charge of murder, and were taken to 
tho county Jail. The evidence given be- 
fore the coroner's Inquest tends to show 
that the treatment Hartley received wsj 
brutal In tho extreme, and iron instru- 
ments are thought to have boas used.

Of tho ninety Sown tors and 884 Rep- 
resentatives to sit* in tha Fifty-eighth 
Congress 227 ore- college men, according 
to their own statements. Two hundred 
and. ttventyrona- state that they received 
a common edbcation or none at all. The 
colleges mentioned in soma instances 
are unknown to 'fame.' Without giving 
names, It Is.no more than truth' to' de- 
clare that same of the unlvorBlty-;b>ed 
men' cut a very' small figure in. Congress, 
while oho or two of the rough-hewn old 
fellows .who. never had any schooling are 
successful nnd "influential." 

Lends r* Not Colleae Men. 
The real' tcadera of the Senate had 
joUiing more than nn "academic". edn- 
entlon. . Tho Speaker-appiircnt of „the 
House Is not a college man.. It Is note- 
Worthy that the best speakers In both 
houses arc- men ot college' training, whllo 
tho most' effective workers, both In poli- 
tics and practical statecraft, are men 
who were educated only in the public 
schools and hi small academics. 

Taking, the careers of United States 
Senators, ,hs" known to the world and 
portly told in their brief biographical 
sketches In the congressional directory, 
It. appears to bo true that tho education 
of t experience counts- far more toward 
success Uian 'preliminary. training. -It a 
man' has the faculty of politics and the 
gift of practical Application, the early 
training. of a university adds,.' to his 
strength, and breadth. But In 'too many 
cases the college man. seems, to, rely - too 
much tipon a superior "education," when, 
in fact, ho Is not educated at 'all so far 
as tho business' befors him Is concerned. 
In short, a university education and an 
.education fitting a man to copo with the 
best brain's of the Senate nro different 
things. 

There ore 883 lawjors In the Fifty- 
eighth Congress, Some of them have won 
high places under .the. handicap of scanty 
early trnlning. Most of the" lawyers of 
v hlghcst standing In both houses wens ed- 
ucated iu colleges. More lawyers coma 
from the South than from tho North. 
'Few! '.business: men come to Congress; 
from the South, while the. North Is rep-! 
resented largely by men In bnsinens. Of 
the 118 business men in both' houses 
barely a dozen come from the South. 
Many of these business men are' self- 
.educated,, or at best received a public 
.school education. Tho southern mem- 
; .bersln-;both houses aro'nlmost^&vnria- 
bJy college' men, though mnny of their 
'colleges do not rnnk with those of the 
^ North. y. 

'" - Country Btrppllc* Majority. 
The country leads- tho city no n source 
of supply for lawmakers^ Two h'undred 
and : ninety- two "members! of tho Flfty- 
' eighth Congress were: horn In the coun- 
try or In villages and 178 were iborn in 
cities. The country^born -members as a 
,rule nro without college education and' 
perhaps half of thcra nrs poor men; yet 
they Include some ot tho most prominent 
In Congress in both parties.

Jnrr Find* tho New York X>alior Boss 
HxtorteJ: 

Samuel J. Parks, walking delegate of 
Housesinlths and Brldgcrneu's Union, 
local No, 2, of New York; wns ngnln con- 
victed of extortion In the Court of' Gen- 
eral ScbsIoiis Friday afternoon.' ' It took 
tho Jurymen just twelve ",' minutes, "In 
which timo they took two ballots, to 
ngreo that Parks had extorted $500 from 
the Tlffnny Studios Co., n\flrm of con- 
tractors, under threat of .keeping them 
}rom continuing work on buildings last 
anunry; ' 

- It was shown at tho trial that Parka 
hnd obtained tlio $500 ns nn "Initiation 
fee" when tho liousesnilths and bridge- 
men wore on.etrlko bu three of the Tif- 
fany contracts In New York City. Parks 
'claimed tlmt this money was a fine levied 
by his labor union. Later the fact do; 
voloped that Parks had beem dlsloynl to 
his union, Inasmuch ns ho permitted the 
Tiffany firm to "employ non-union men on 
jobs after bavlngtreeclv'ed";the $500. 

When Pa rks : heard it Is doom pronounc- 
ed all his former, brnyndo left him; he 
wna hanging over", the railing, his head 
bowed with shame and grief. Ho was 
the very picture of despair. 

.Tho convicted walking delegate looked 
about the court room for his followers,' 
but not, One was ou hnnd. While the 
jury wns out : the court room had been 
cleared and the doors wero looked. It 
was f on red that there might bo a dem- 
onstration. Whon the jurora, filed out 
of court and Parks was led back toward 
tho rear of the court room there was a 
wtid rush in the outer hall. Parks' 
frfends wnnleo io get Into the".' court 
room, Ho saw them at the door.
